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Marching Against 
The Garbage Incinerator 


Ironbound residents marched down 
Ferry St. on Wednesday June 10 to show 
their opposition to the construction of a 
garbage incinerator in their neighborhood. 
Holding their signs and banners, people of 
all ages and ethnic groups `joined the 
parade from St. Stephen’s Church up 
Ferry St. to Peter Francesca Park. People 
chanted “Incinerators NO, Recycling 
YES!” as they marched along. Many 
people on the sidewalk cheered, and others 
in their cars honked their horns in support 
of the fight against the garbage incine- 
rator. - 

Essex County and the Port Authority 
want to build an incinerator in Ironbound 
which will put dioxin and heavy metals 
into the air. Ironbound already has high 
pollution levels, arid high levels of the 
diseases which these chemicals and heavy 
metals cause, like asthma, lung disease, 
heart disease, and cancer. 

At the Park, Rev. David Burgess, pastor 
of St. Stephan’s Church, said, “This is a 
moral issue. There is already a high rate of 
cancer and other illnesses from the 
pollution in the Ironbound. The County’s 
plans to add a garbage incinerator and 
two transfer stations here would make 
Ironbound the dust bag for much of the 
East Coast.” 

Arnold Cohen from the Ironbound 
Committee Against Toxic Waste, the 
group which organized the march, said 
that the expense of building and maintain- 
ing the incinerator would “bankrupt the 
county. The garbage incinerator will cost 


$500 million dollars! Who will pay for

“Essex County. This is a crazy waste of 
“money. 

Mr. Cohen emphasized that the incine- 
rator will affect people all over Essex 
County not just in Ironbound, because the 
tremendous costs will be added onto 
everyone's tax bills. 


Diana Crowder of the White Lung 
Association, compared the danger of 
asbestos, which was kept hidden from the 
public for so many years, to the danger of 
dioxin from the incinerator. “The White 
Lung Association is a group of people who 
have been injured by asbestos. Those who 
manufactured asbestos knew for over 50 
years that it was dangerous. The compa- 
ny owners knew, but they didn't tell the 
people who were working with it. They told 
people it was perfectly OK, just like they 
are now telling you there is no problem 
with the garbage incinerator. Our Associa- 
tion supports your fight, and if there is any 
way we can help you, just call on us.” 

Wayne Garnes from the People's 
Organization for Progress (POP) and 
a resident of Newark's West Ward said, 
“The press tries to make this an Ironbound 
issuc. But it's not. There are people in the 
South Ward, the North Ward, the Central 
Ward, and the West Ward who are against 
this incinerator. This is an issue that 
affects us all, because they are trying to 
put this incinerator in a poor community 
here in Newark. We will all feel the effects 
of the pollution from this incinerator. We 
will all be paying for this incinerator out 
of our pockets for years to come.” 

Mr. Garnes encouraged people to keep up 
the fight. “You will look back at this fight 
years from now and be proud of what you 
did to stop this incinerator. People in other 
communities will learn from this fight 
what they must do to protect their 
communities, their homes, their health, 
and their childrens’ future.” 


tal Organization (GREO), said that 
garbage incinerators are being fought in 
every county in New Jersey where they 
have been proposed. 

Bill Sullivan, a lawyer with the firm that 
represents the ICATW, said, “We’re in 
court to stop them, and it’s important that 
you are here in the streets to stop them. 
You’re keeping the fire burning and letting 
politicians know that if they pass this 
project, they’re in trouble. This is just as 
important as our court fight in stopping 
construction of the incinerator.” 

Johnny Dirt, owner of the rock music 
club in Bloomfield, provided the sound 
system for the march because he supports 
the fight against the incinerator. “This 
garbage incinerator was passed as part of 
the previous administration,” he said. 
“Now we're supposed to have a Sh 
change and that means they should 
change what was decided by the previous 
administration and STOP this garbage 
incinerator!” 

The rally ended with Mr. DaSilva from 


the ICATW reminding the crowd in 
Portuguese of the importance of keeping 
up the fight to stop the incinerator in order 
to preserve the Ironbound neighborhood 
as a good place to live and work. 


More Action To Stop The Incinerator 


Members of the Ironbound Committee 
Against Toxic Waste also marched on 
June 7 in the Portuguese Day Parade. Two 
people carried the beautiful new ICATW 
banner, and many others carried brightly 
colored balloons saying “No Garbage 
Incinerator”. The thousands of people 
lining Ferry St. applauded all along the 
parade route showing their support for the 
fight against the incinerator.

Editorial 


The New Jersey Department of Environ- 
mental Protection (DEP) has announced 
that they will set up a special office to try 
to force people throughout the state to 
accept their proposed garbage incinera- 
tors. They call it the “Office of Communi- 
should have called it the Ministry of 
Propoganda. We should remember that 
they call garbage incinerators “resource 
recovery facilities” even though they don't 
recover any resources but instead just burn 
the garbage. 

The DEP is creating this new office 
because they are afraid of citizens who 
have accurate, independent information. 
The DEP wants people to only have the 
“information” that the DEP, the corpora- 
tions, the county governments, and their 
hired guns provide. The DEP is trying to 
follow the tactics that former Essex 
County Executive Peter Shapiro tried. A 
few years ago he hired a public relations 
consulting company (that tried to pass 
itself off as a group of environmentalists ). 
The company published a few issues of a 
phoney newspaper, directed at Ironbound 
residents. It also tried to claim that 
various people and organizations suppor- 
ted the garbage incinerator, when the 
truth was that they opposed it. The 
company claimed that it was trying to find 
out peoples’ concerns, when the reality 
was that they were trying to manipulate 


people. 

The DEP has found the money to set up 
this new office of misinformation at the 
same time that they claim they don't have 
enough money to prosecute the criminals 
that are dumping toxic wastes all over the 
state. Just a few months ago they said 
they didn't have the manpower to stop the 
illegal dumping on Delancy St. They

Hundreds of violations have not been 
corrected. Our water is polluted, our air is 
polluted, and for the residents of Montclair 
and of the ‘Island’ section of Ironbound, 
even the dirt that their houses are built on is 
polluted. Our health suffers, our 

suffer. The DEP has allowed dioxin to 
remain in our streets, has allowed a 
hundred different hydrocarbons to remain 
in our air, has allowed dozens of chemicals 
to remain in our water, and has allowed 
the formerly beautiful Jersey shore to 
become horribly polluted.

2800 violations during 6 years of opera- 
tions at the facility. According to the 
investigators, BFI did just about every- 
thing wrong. They improperly disposed of 
chemicals, failed to determine what the 
chemicals were, failed to provide emergen- 
cy training, etc. 

According to the EPA, “This is a 
particularly important case because of the 
large number of violations of federal and 
state laws, the seriousness of the viola- 
tions, and the fact that they occurred over 
many years.” 

This is not the first time the company 
has been accused of breaking the law. 

In 1984, BFI paid the state government 
$3 million to settle charges brought 
against it by the Attorney General’s 


ce. 
BFI is legally responsible for two 
landfills it owns in New Jersey which now 
have to be cleaned up. Both landfills were 
closed for pollution. 
BFI was indicted in 1980 for conspiracy. 
to violate antitrust laws (price-fixing ) in

more than $130,000 over a three year 
period in return for a rezoning vote on a 
property that is now a BFI landfill. 

In 1981, in the U.S. District Court in 
Houston, Texas, a lawsuit was filed 
charging anti-competitive practices. BFI 
said, in their annual report, that they 
would contest the lawsuit vigorously. 
Instead, they paid $5.2 million to settle the 
case. 

BFI has been sued many times for 
pollution and health problems by residents 
who live near facilities that they own. 

Browning-Ferris Industries (BFI) owns 
American REF-FUEL Company which is 
the company the Port Authority contrac- 
ted with to design, build, own and operate 
the incinerator. BFI’s partner in the 
venture is Air Products and Chemicals 
Inc.

Property Taxes 


Taxes will skyrocket if the proposed gar- 
bage incinerator is ever built. 

Members of the Ironbound Committee 
Against Toxic Waste (ICATW) have 
been trying for months to get information 
about the incinerator's real cost to taxpayers. 
The Essex County government has refused 
to provide the information. Members of 
ICATW have been able to get some 
information from other sources. Using this 
information they have been able to 
estimate the amount of money that 
Newark residents will have to pay for the 
incinerator. 

It will cost people in Newark between 
$35,000,000 and $55,000,000 a year. 
This will cause a rise in the property tax 
rate of 30 to 45%.

Newark residents will also be paying 
millions of dollars each year for profits for 
the company that wants to build the 
incinerator. 

In addition to the extra taxes to pay for 
the incinerator, Newark residents will 
have to pay even more if anything goes 
wrong. The County has signed a “sweet- 
heart contract’ with the company that 
wants to build the incinerator. The result 
is that taxpayers in Newark and the rest of 
Essex County take almost all the risks. 

If the incinerator costs more than the 
current estimates to construct, Newark 
taxes will go up even more. If the ash is 
declared to be a hazardous waste, Newark 


taxes will go up even more. If the landfill 
that takes the ash refuses, at some point in 
the future, to accept dioxin-contaminated 
ash, (this has happened in Philadelphia ), 
Newark taxes will go up even more. 

The incinerator’s costs will be paid for 
by charging for each ton of garbage 
brought to the incinerator. The expected 
total per year is 680,000 tons. Newark 
will bring somewhere between 200,000 and 
300,000 tons of garbage to the incinerator 
each year, which is 30 to 45% of the total. It 
will cost about $175 per ton for the garbage 
brought to the incinerator. So the cost for 
Newark residents each year will be 
between $35,000,000 and $55,000,000. This 
means that Newark taxes will go up 30 to 
45% to pay for this. The contracts are 


written sin such a way that even if the

the same money must be paid. Techni- 
cally, the Essex County government is 
responsible, but the taxes will be paid by 
both Newark residents and residents of the 
other, smaller towns in the county. If, for 
example, Newark wanted to recycle the 
garbage because it is cheaper, Newark 
taxpayers would still have to pay for the 
incinerator. 

When the property tax revaluation 
occurs, the situation will be much, much 
worse, because homeowners will have to 
pay an even larger portion of the 
incinerator's costs. 

It is easy to understand why the Essex 
County government doesn't want anyone 
to know the truth about the incinerator's 
costs to taxpayers. The only question that 
remains is what more they will try to do to 
cover up the facts.

Money 
To Burn 


Officials in charge of building a garbage 
incinerator in Warren County, New Jersey 
have announced that it will cost another 
$20 million to build! The Warren County 
incinerator was supposed to cost $40 
million when they started construction 
last summer. Then they said it would cost 
$44 million. Now they are saying it will 
cost $64 million to finish the job! 

Garbage incinertors always seem to cost 
a lot more than what government officials 
say they will cost. 

“We probably won't know how much the 
incinerator will cost to build until years 
after it's built,” said Arnold Cohen of the 
Ironbound Committee Against Toxic 
Waste (ICATW). “I keep asking for 
information from the County, and they 
keep refusing.” 

Members of the ICATW have looked for 
other ways to try to figure out how much 
the Essex County incinerator will cost to 
build. One way to estimate the cost is by 
looking at other incinerators. If construc- 
tion costs for the Newark incinerator go 

up like the Warren County incinerator it 
will add another $120 to 150 million to the 
$320 million they now estimate. The 
Newark incinerator is 6 times bigger than 
the Warren County incinerator, so the cost 
increases will probably also be 6 times 
igger. 

An increase in construction costs of $120 
million will mean $15 million more per 
year in operating costs.

The Rich Get 
Richer 


The Center on Budget and Policy 
Priorities has reported that the gap in 
income between the rich and the poor got 
wider during 1985. Part of the reason was 
because the share of income going to the 
richest 20% of the population went up a lot. 

They also found that the tax burden on 
poor people went up between 1980 and 
1985. The tax burden on those making less 
than $10,000 per year went up from 9.1% to 
10.8%. During the same period taxes on 
rich people went down. 
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Puerto Rico’s Health 
And Environment

Destruction of Puerto Rico’s environ- 
ment is increasing but so is the response of 
the communities being affected. 

During “Enlightenment Week” held in 
Puerto Rico last June, ten community 
organizations made public an “Environ- 
mental Declaration.” One of the many 
issues addressed referred to the illegal 
practices island industries that generate 
336 thousand tons of toxic waste per 
year while dumping at least 60% into the 
environment. 

Cases described in the document inclu- 
ded: The dumping of chemical wastes by 
the DuPont factory into the air and rivers 
of Manati, toxic gases in Mayaguez and 
even worse air contamination in Catano, 
Guayama, Santa Isabel, Yabucoa and 
Manati. Also disclosed was the fact that 
deteriorated quality control of the govern- 
ment’s water and sewage authority has 
contributed to the contamination of 
drinking water. 

In December, six months later, over 20 
environmental organizations came toge- 
ther in Mayaguez for a second meeting. 
The environmental groups discussed their 
local problems and exchanged ideas for 
getting a National Coordinator who would 
speak for all of them. The two main causes 
responsible for the island’s environmental 
deterioration were seen as the presence of 
foreign industries which are mostly 
United States owned, and the lack of 
political power the Puerto Rican govern- 
ment has to respond to these issues.

People from community environmental 
groups all over New Jersey protested in 
Trenton on July 2. During the last month, 
Governor Kean and some Department of 
Environmental Protection (DEP) officials 
began a mud slinging campaign against 
New Jersey residents who are upset with 
toxic pollution. 

Friends of the Grass Roots Environ- 
mental Organization held a press 
conference on the steps of Trenton's 
Statehouse. The organization is disturbed 
at the announcement made last week by 
DEP officials, with the apparent support 
of Governor Kean, that the DEP intends to 

war” on those people who object 
to DEP’s solid waste disposal policy. 

“Solid waste management is one area 
that the DEP has fumbled badly. For them 
to attack the public of New Jersey, instead 
of attacking the trash problem, is environ- 
mental McC ism,” said Mark Loh- 
bauer, an el official from Pennsau- 
ken, New Jersey. “They should declare 
war on polluters, like the incineration 
industry, rather than declare war on the 
public. The state sent 150 state troopers 
into East Greenwich to allow the siting 
commission to begin testing. When was 
teh last time they sent troopers after a 
polluter?” 

Arnold Cohen, representative of the 
Ironbound Committee Against Toxic 
Waste (ICATW) said, “Governor Kean is 
criticizing the people. of New Jersey for 
protecting their communities. He's critici- 
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companies reported approximately 1000 
cases of chemical poisoning and at least 20 
deaths. Some of these cases were caused by 
chemicals making diseases the person 
already had worse, while others were 
directly caused by continous exposure to 
poisonous gases. After four years of 
protest by the “Committee To Rescue Our 
Health”, the Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA) finally released informa- 
tion about what gases were causing the 
poisoning. However, they failed to point 
out the sources of the gases. The committee 
has done its own investigation with the 
help of other organizations and scientists. 
The committee has named at least 18 
possible industries as suspects. Victims of 
these poisonous gases are suing the 
government and these industries for over 
34 million dollars. 

At this important second national 
meeting several resolutions were discussed 
and passed. One of these would be that all 
the groups participate in developing an 
environmental policy for their communi- 
ties reflecting their concerns. They also 
emphasized the need to continue organi- 
zing educational activities. Another goal 
they set was to begin the production of an 
environmental health newspaper that 
addresses Puerto Rico's health issues.

zing us when he has failed to adopt 
standards for air emissions from garbage 
incinerators, and siting criteria for new 
solid waste facilities. The Governor 
supported siting a landfill on top of a 
federally designated sole source aquifer. 
He does not want to treat the radium- 
contaminated soil of Montclair as a 
hazardous waste. He has failed to 
implement significant hazardous waste 
reduction and recycling programs. He’s 
mad because residents across the state of 
New Jersey are fighting back.”

Action in Logan Township, said, “The 
Governor is covering up for his mistakes 
by attacking his opponents.” 

Dr. James Hilbert, Phd in Medicinal 
Chemistry and an elected official from 
Rockaway Township, New Jersey, said, 
“I’m protecting my community since the 
DEP won’t. I’m banding together with 
others to do the same all over New Jersey 
because the whole state is our backyard. 
We have to, because Governor Kean is not 
paying enough attention to his own state. 
He has lost touch with reality, and has 
instead allowed heavy weight ' bureaucrats 
to make damaging decisions.” 

Residents from Old Bridge, Sayreville, 
Vernon, Lafayette, Newark, West Milford, 
Stone Harbor, North Bergen, Millstone, 
Pennsauken, Palmyra, and Rockaway 
attended the event. The N.J. Environmen- 
tal Federation and Environmental Re- 
search Foundation also attended.

An article in the Wall Street Journal on 
April 7, 1987 states that Waste Manage- 
ment Inc. has been unable to obtain 
environmental insurance coverage for its 
16 hazardous waste disposal sites in the 
United States. The insurance would cover 
toxic chemical leask and contamination. It 
seems the insurance companies don’t 
think that the sites are safe enough for 
them to risk their money. 

If Waste Management had the insu- 
rance, and it was discovered that the sites 
had caused water pollution that hurt 
people, those people would be able to sue. 


The insurance companies would then have

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Secret & Illegal Wars 


The Reagan government’s illegal war in 
Nicaragua is only the latest team effort by 
a group of men who make a business of 
trading arms, trading drugs, and toppling 
governments that they don’t like. 

These are the charges made in a lawsuit 
filed by the Christic Institute, a religious 
research organization in Washington D.C. 
The suit was filed in Miami on behalf of a 
" reporter who was injured by a bomb 
exploding at a press conference in 
Nicaragua in 1984. The Christic Institute 
has done a three year investigation and is 
bringing suit against all those involved. 
Many of the individuals charged in the 
case are the same people who are now 
testifying at the hearings in Washington 
about the ‘Iran-contra scandal’, in which 
money from selling weapons to Iran was 
given to the contras in Nicaragua. 

The law suit charges that some of the 
men who are now testifying about their 
illegal activities in Iran and Nicaragua 
have been working together as a team for 
nearly 25 years. It charges these men with 
a history of drug smuggling, llegal arms 
shipments, and killings. According to the 
lawsuit, members of this “team” worked 
together in Cuba in the 1960’s, attempting 
to assassinate members of the Castro 
government. In the late 1960’s, the lawsuit 
charges that the “team” directed the secret 
CIA war in Southeast Asia. Money from 
selling drugs was used to train guerilla 
soldiers. The lawsuit charges that the 
same team was involved in the CIA plot to 
overthrow the elected government of Chile 
in 1973. In the late 1970’s, members of the 
‘team’ began selling arms in the Middle 
East a a hig

was illegal. Both the United States 
Congress and President Carter had 
banned such aid. The “team” arranged for 
air strips to be built in countries near 
Nicaragua. They arranged to fly weapons 
from racist South Africa to the contras. 

The lawsuit charges that high ranking 
officials of the U.S. government were 
involved in these illegal secret activities, 
often in spite of what the laws and 
Congress said. 
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engaged in drug traffic with people in 
Miami. Some reports say United States 
crews delivering weapons to the contras 
came back with drugs on their return 
flights. So at the same time they were 
causing death and suffering in Nicaragua 
these same people have been doing the 
same thing here in the United States using 
drugs instead of guns. 

In addition to selling drugs to raise 
money for the contras, the Reagan 
administration is training contras in this 
country. (Costa Rica, El Salvador, and 
Honduras have refused to let the United 
State train the contras in their countries ). 
Training people for the purposes of 
overthrowing another government is 
illegal. 

The United States has 1200 troops 
stationed permanently in Honduras. 6000 
more troops are taking part in “military 
maneuvers” that go on continuously in 
Honduras, Nicaragua's neighbor. 

The United States government has a 
history of carrying on secret wars or open 
wars against any government that doesn't 
go along with its wishes. This usually 
means that the United States wants to 
protect and keep control of the profit 
making corporations located in any 
country. They don't want the people of 
that country to get the economic benefits 
of running things themselves. In Central 
America and the Carribean, the United 
States has openly intervened 54 times 
from 1850 to 1940 - and that doesn't count 
what went on secretly. United States 
troops occupied Nicaragua from 1912 to 
1933. They occupied Haiti and the 
Dominican Republic from 1915 E 1934. 


The Secret War in Nicaragua 


The latest effort by the ‘team’ named in 
the Christic Institute’s lawsuit is the 
illegal war in Nicaragua. 

Evidence from the hearings being held 
in Washington about the secret sale of 
weapons to Iran, and illegally using this 
money for the contras, seems to show that 
the Reagan government and the CIA 
directed and financed the plan. While 
Reagan claims he “knows nothing”, it is 
definite that people working for him did. 

When Congress voted to stop giving 
money to the contras for arms, it seems 
that the Reagan administration decided to 
find another way to keep the guns and 
money flowing. They called on the “team” 
which had worked so successfully together 
before. The Interreligious Task Force on 
Central America describes their operation 
as setting up “a shadow CIA, which was 
not responsible to Congress or the people, 
only to the White Bouse, Members of the 


military forces in Brazil in 1964, an 
invasion of the Dominican Republic in 
1965, the overthrow of an elected govern- 
ment in Chile in 1973, invasion of Grenada 
in 1983. 

Every poll taken shows that the 
majority of the American people do not 
support what Reagan is doing in Nicara- 
gua. Meanwhile, thousands of people have 
died during the secret and illegal activities 
which the Reagan government has carried 
on in Nicaragua. 


The ae money - 
millions of dollars - went into their own 
private bank accounts, money which 
really belongs to the United States 
taxpayers. 

There are other reports that show that 
weapons were not the only thing these 
men sold to raise money for the contras. A 
United States intelligence report says that 
$250,000 raised by selling cocaine was 
used to buy a helicopter for the contras. 
United States law enforcement officials 
have concluded that contra forces are

As Taxas De Propriedades 


As taxas de propriedades iram dar uma 
grande subida, se o incenerador de lixo 
proposto a ser construido for á avante. O 
groupo do Comité do Ironbound Contra 
Despeijos Toxicos (ICATW) tem tenta- 
do já há ums meses obter informacáo 
acerca do custo do incenerador aos 
residentes de Newark. Os officiais do 
governo de Essex County recusam-sse a 
dar a dita informação. O ICATW tem 
conseguido arranjar essa informação por 
outros lados. E usando essa informação, 
foi feito um orsamento do custo em 
dinheiro que o proposto incenerador trará. 
O custo aos residentes de Newark será 
entre 35 a 55 milhões de dollares por ano, o 
que effectuará uma suba de 30 a 45% nas 
taxas de propriedades. 

Em presente, as taxas de propriedades 
em Newark ficam em $13.10 dollares por 
cada $100 dollares. Proprietarios pagam 
uma média de $1500 por ano em taxas de 
propriedades. Uma suba de 30% quer dizer 
um pagamento de $2000 em taxas por ano. 
Uma suba de 45% quer dizer um pagamen- 
to de $2200.

O Departamento de Proteção do Ambien- 
te de New Jersey (DEP) anunciou que iráo

Deveriam ter- lhe 
chamado o Ministério de Propaganda! 
Devemos lembrar-nos que eles chamam os 
incineradores de lixo “facilidades de 
recuperação de recursos” apesar de eles 
não recuperarem nenhums recursos, só 
queimam o lixo. 

O DEP creou este novo oficio porque têm 
medo das cidadões que têm informação 
exacta e independente. O DEP quer que as 
pessoas só tenham a “informação” que o 
DEP, as cooporações, o governo do 
condado, e a suas pistolas compradas 
podem oferecer. O DEP está a tentar seguir

ambientistas). A companhia publicou 
umas tantas emissões de um jornal falso, 
dirijido aos residentes do Ironbound. 
Tambem tentou dizer que várias pessoas e 


ficarão então a pagar milhões de dollares 
todos os anos à companhia que irá 
construir e manter o incenerador de lixo. 
Em cima das taxas mais altas, os 
residentes de Newark teram que pagar 
ainda mais se houver problemas com o 
incenerador. O governo do Essex County 
fez um “contrato de amor” com a 
companhia que irá construir o incenera- 
dor. O resultado desse contrato é que os 
residentes de Newark e os residentes de 
todo o Essex County ficarão responsáveis 
pelos riscos e problemas que o incenerador 
trará. 

Se o incenerador custar mais a construir 
do que o presente orçamento, as taxas de 
Newark subirão ainda mais. Se a cinza 
produzida pelo incenerador é declarada 
toxica, as taxas subirão ainda mais. Se a 
lixeira aonde se deposita a cinza recusa no 
futuro a aceitar cinza contaminada pelo 
dioxin, as taxas de Newark subirão ainda 
mais (isto foi o que se passou na cidade de 
Philadelphia ).

Ar dá pessoas. 


O DEP encontrou dinheiro para crear 
este novo oficio de informação falsa ao 
mesmo tempo que dizem não ter dinheiro 
para proseguir os criminais que estão a 
despejar despejos tóxicos em todo o estado. 
Há poucos meses eles disseram que não 
tinham o pessoal para pararem o despejo 
ilegal na Delancy St. Eles não tinham o 
pessoal ou o dinheiro para limparem 
rápidamente e eficazmente o armazém da 
Thomas St. Em vez, levaram-lhes três 
anos e só o fizeram porque a comunidade 
recusou-se a disistir e poderam arranjar 
um advogado para lhe fazer um juizo.

O total de lixo projectado é umas 680 
mil toneladas por ano. À cidade de Newark 
trará entre 200 mil a 300 mil toneladas por 
ano, o que equivale a 30% para 45% do total 
de lixo. Custará acerca de $175 dollares por 
tonelada de lixo trazida ao incenerador. Os 
contratos estão escritos de maneira que 
mesmo se Newark não trousser uma dita 
porção de lixo ao incenerador, o custo 
desse lixo terá que ser pago á mesma.

Os responsaveis na construção do 
edificio do incinerador do lixo no Warren 
County, N.J. anunciaran que ira custar 
$20 milhoes mais a sua construção. 

A Warren County incinerador era 
seposto custar $40 milhoes quando 
comecaram no verao passado. Depois 
disseram $44 milhoes. Agora ja dizem que 
ser $64 milhoes para terminar a constru- 
ção. 

Incineradores de lixo sempre custou 
mais que o governo diz custar. “Nós nunca 
chegamos a saber o seu custo ate ela estar 
terminada,” diz Arnold Cohen do ICATW. 
“Eu continuo a pedir informações mas 


sempre se recuzam.” 

Menbros da ICATW tem por outros 
meios tentado investigar qual sera o custo 
do incinerador do Essex County. Uma das 
maneiras é saber o custo da construção se 
de Newark for para cima como a de 
Warren County pode juntar $120 milhoes 
com $150 milhoes com $320 milhoes que 
agora tem de orçamento.

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Guerras Secretas E Ilegais 


A guerra secreta e illegal dos E.U. na 
Nicarágua é somente o ultimo esforco da 
equipa dum grupo de homens que negocei- 
am em armas, drogas e que deitam abaixo 
os governos inconvenientes. 

Estas sáo as queixas feitas numa 
questão judicial pelo Insituto Cristão que é 
uma organização de investigação em 
Washington D.C. A queixa foi apresentada 
em Miami em representação dum jornalis- 
ta ferido por uma bomba que explodiu 
numa conferencia de imprensa na Nicara- 
gua em 1984. O Instituto Cristão levou 3 
anos a fazer uma investigação levando a 
tribunal todos aqueles envolvidos. Muitos 
dos individuos acusados são os mesmos 
que se encontram agora a ser ouvidos nas 
audiencias do escandalo do “Irão-contra” 
em Washington, relacionadas com o 
dinheiro feito na venda de armas ao irão o 
qual foi dado aos contras da Nicarágua. 

A queixa acusa estes homens de 
trabalharem juntos cerca de 25 anos. 
Acusa estes homens de contrabando de 
drogas, carregamentos de armas ilegais e 
assassinatos. De acordo com a queixa os 
membros desta equipa trabalharam juntos 
em Cuba nos anos 60 tentando assassinar 
membros do governo de Castro. Nos 
ultimos anos de 60 segundo a queixa a 
equipa orientou a guerra secreta no Sueste 
da Asia. Dinheiro feito com as drogas foi 
usado para treinar os guerrilheiros. A 
queixa acusa a mesma equipa de estar 
envolvida no golpe da CIA para acabar 
com o governo eleito do Chile em 1973.

E.U. treinar os contras em seu território ). 
Treinar pessoal com a intenção de forçar 
um governo a cair é ilegal. 

Os E.U. teem 1200 soldados 
permanentemente estacionados em 
Honduras. 6000 mais estão em ‘manobras’ 
que decorrem continuamente nas 
Honduras, vizinhas da Nicaragua. 

O governo dos E.U. tem uma historia de 
condução de guerras secretas ou guerras 
abertas contra qualquer governo que não 
satisfaz os seus desejos. Isto quer dizer 
normalmente que os E.U. querem proteger 
e controlar as companhias lucrativas que 
tem localizadas em qualquer pais.

A companhia que quer construir o 
incinerador no Ironbound está outra vez 
em problemas. 

O Departamento de Justica Federal e o 
estado de Louisiana estáo procurando 
multas de até $2 bilides de dollares do BFI 
(Browning Ferris Industries). A compan- 
hia está acusada de 40 violações da lei 
federal na operação das facilidades de lixo 
perigoso em Livingston, Louisiana. Auto- 
ridades da Lousiana tambem estáo 
acusando o BFI por quebrarem as leis de 
poluição de ar e de água. 

Investigadores encontraram 2,800 viola- 
ções durante 6 anos de operações na 
facilidade. 
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De acordo com o EPA, “Isto é um caso 
particularmente importante por causa do 
número elevado de violações das leis 
federais e do estado, a seriedade das 
violacdes, e o facto de elas terem ocurrido 
por muitos anos.” 

Esta não é a primeira vez que a 
companhia é acusada por quebrar a lei. 

Em 1984, o BFI pagou ao governo estatal 
3 milhdes de dollares para cobrir gastos 
qu saíram contra eles pelo Escritório 

ral de Advogados. 

BFI é legalmente responsável por dois 
terrenos, que teem em New Jersey os quais 
teem que ser limpos. Ambos terrenos 
foram fechados por poluição. 


BFI foi acusado em 1980 por conspiração 
por violar leis anti-verdadeiras (fixação de 
preços) na Georgia. BFI apelou “não 
contesta” o que conduz à condenação, e 
350.000 dollares de multa. BFI tem sido 
processado muitas vezes por poluição e 
problemas de saúde por pessoas que vivem 
perto de facilidades deles. . 

Browning Ferris Industries (BFI) 
possuem a companhia REF-FUEL Ameri- 
cana, que é a companhia que o Porth 
Authority contratou para desenhar, 
construir, possuir e operar o incinerador.

Las Guerras Secreta Y Ilegal 


La guerra secreta y ilegal del gobierno de 
Reagan en Nicaragua es solamente el 
último de los esfuerzos en conjunto de un 
grupo de hombres que hacen negócios con 
la venta de armas, de drogas, y derrotar a 
gobiernos que a ellos no les gusten.

Los cargos en la demanda legal dicen 
que estos hombres han estado trabajando 
en equipo por caso 25 años. Además 
agrega que estos hombres tienen un 
historial de contrabando de dorgas, y 
cargamentos de armas ilegales y de 
asesinatos. De acuerdo a la demanda, 
miembros de este “equipo” trabajaron en 
Cuba en los años 1960 para atentar 
asesinar miembros del gobierno de Castro.

Chile. A finales de los años 1970, 
miembros del ‘equipo’ comenzaron a 
vender armas en el medio-oriente y las 
ganancias fueron depositadas en cuentas 
de bancos secretas. En Nicaragua, el 
equipo dió armas a la dictadura de Somoza 
a pesar de que esto era ilegal. El Presidente 
Carter y el Congreso habían prohíbido tal 
ayuda. El ‘equipo’ arregló la construcción 
de pistas de aterrizaje cerca de Nicaragua. 
Ellos arreglaron el transporte aéreo de 
armas de Surafrica a los contras. 

La demanda indica que altos oficiales 
del gobierno Estadounidense estuvieron 
envueltos en estas acitividades secretas y 
ilegales, a menudo en contra de las leyes y 
del Congreso. 


La guerra secreta en Nicaragua 


Los utlimos esfuerzos del equipo, men- 
` cionados en la demanda del Instituto 
Christico es la guerra ilegal en Nicaragua. 
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Evidencia de los testimonios llevados a 
cabo en Washington acerca de la venta 
secreta de armas a Irán, y el uso ilegal del 
dinero para ayudar a los contras parece 
mostrar que el gobierno de Reagan y la 
CIA dirigieron y financiaron el plan.

(Costa Rica, El Salvador, y Honduras han 


rehusado a dejar que los Estados Unidos

Entrenar a gente con el objetivo de 
derrocar a otro gobierno es ilegal. Los 
Estados Unidos tienen 1200 soldados 
instalados permanentemente en Hondu- 
ras. 6000 tropas más toman parte en 
“maniobras militares” que -se efectuan 
continuamente en Honduras, el país 


vecino de Nicaragua. 


Los Estados Unidos tienen una historia 
de mantener guerras secretas y abiertas en 
contra de cualquier gobierno que no se 
adapte a sus deseos. Esto usulamente 
significa que los Estados Bhidos quieren 
protejer y mantener control de las 


nancias que hacen las grandes corpora- 


país. Ellos no quieren que la gente de esos 
paises se beneficien de la economía que 
produzca su país si ellos mismos manejan 
su país. En Centroamerica y el Caribe, los 
Estados Unidos han intervenido abierta- 
mente 54 veces desde 1850 hasta 1940 - y 
ésto no cuenta lo que hacían secretamente. 
Las tropas de Estados Unidos ocuparon a 
Nicaragua desde 1912 hasta 1933. Ocupa- 
ron a Haití y la República Dominicana 
desde 1915 a 1934. Las tropas de los 
Estados Unidos financiaron una toma de 
las fuerzas militares en Brazil en 1964, una 
invasión militar a la Republica Domini- 
cana en 1965, el derrocamiento de un 
gobierno elegído en Chile en 1973, y la 
invasión de Grenada en 1983. 

Todas las investigaciones tomadas 
demuestran que la mayoría d los Estado- 
unidenses estan en desacuerdo con lo que 
Reagan esta haciendo en Nicaragua.
